Ir 1s about time the annual railroad cry of “car 
shortage” took its place among the other fossils in the 
national museum. 











As A-natural consequence of the excess of demand 
over supply in the metal markets generally, scrap iron 
and steel is active and manufacturers are liberal pur- 
chasers-of old metals. Thus the junk dealer shares in 
the national prosperity. 








THERE is practical unanimity in the hardware trade 
as to the mischiefs wrought by the retail mail order 
houses and further protection from their inroads is 
imperatively demanded. But the eternal question re- 
mains unanswered: “What are YOU going to do 
about it ?” 








ONE cannot help noticing that an increasing num- 
ber of country stove dealers are giving “openings” and 
holding “stove demonstrations” with hot biscuit and 
coffee accompaniments. More than ever, too, they 
are using printers’ ink in their local papers and in 
plain-figured price lists. They are waking up. 








Ir 1r had not been ‘for increased production of 
American pig-iron to balance in a measure the existent 
abnormal demand arid consumption, prices of the raw 
material for iron and steel manufacture would long ago 
have soared to ethereal heights. As it is the year 
1906 will pass into history as the most successful in 
the history of the iron trade. 








New records for domestic tin plate production are 
being made this year. An unprecedented condition is 
seen in the fact that the mills actually turned out more 
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in the third quarter than in the second, while the out- 
put in the first half of 1906 was greater than in the 
corresponding period last year. 








Prices for pig iron at furnace showed an advance 
during the past week of from $2 to $3 and the shortage 
in the Pittsburg district was such as to 
fa bag. constitute practically a famine. This, too, 
Prospects. in spite of increased production. It is 
estimated that the furnaces must run for 
the next two months at the rate of 27,000,000 tons per 
year in order to relieve the congestion to any appre- 
ciable extent: This they are hardly likely to do, in 
spite of the fact that new furnaces are being blown 
in. November and December are expected to show 
some increase in production over last month, when it 
was on the basis of about 25,000,000 annually. Coke 
and ores having advanced, and both being scarce, a 
further advance in prices of pig iron is regarded as 
inevitable. The present outlook is such that authori- 
tative opinions are freely expressed that the average 
price of 2X pig iron in the next five years is likely 
to continue above $20. This prediction is based on 
a continuance of the present strong demand for iron 
and steel. 








Just as a modern language grows in volume and 
in value as a means of expression by new uses of old 
words, so does the volume of business 
oe done in every line of industry grow by 
Sheet Metal. te discovery of new uses for its prod- 
ucts. There is a greater demand for 
the product of the copper mines to-day by reason of 
the multitudinous uses which modern science and in- 
vention have discovered for electrical machinery. 
There is an unprecedented demand for structural iron 
and steel because they are used as never before for con- 
struction purposes, and a similar condition is observa- 
ble of sheet metal. 

It is seldom that a new industrial metal is discov- 
ered, but new ways of using metals are constantly be- 
ing devised and a remarkable instance of this is found 
in the present demand for sheet metal of various 
kinds for architectural work. 

It is only within the last few years that any con- 
siderable demand arose for sheet iron and copper for 
this purpose, but it has developed an important branch 
of the trade in building materials. The architectural 
sheet metal worker now furnishes cornices and other 
exterior finishings for buildings, including statuary 
and gargoyles which are often notable examples of 
artistic work in relief. In such cases the sheet metal 
is not used or intended to carry strains, but simply to 
replace stone as a finishing material. 

Sheet iron or steel and sheet copper are preferable 
to stone for many architectural purposes because they 
are lighter and more durable, especially in the case 
of copper. When all considerations are taken into 
account sheet iron costs only about one-third as much 
as stone. Copper material costs much more than iron 
and offers less resistance to fire, but has the advantage 
of making, when oxidized by the weather, a very ef- 
fective finish. 

Within the last six years the business of the archi- 
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tectural. sheet metal worker has been boomed by the 
adoption of all-metal window frames and sashes, now 
widely used with wire glass. The patterns for these 
are cut in the shop from architect’s designs, and there 
is a greater need than ever before for expert sheet- 
metal cutters and workers. 

This branch of the metal business in the United 
States now amounts, it is said, to $150,000,000. It is 
already a great industry, and it will grow, for new 
uses are constantly being discovered for the handiwork 
of the sheet metal worker. 








STUPENDOUS figures are required to set forth the net

These pregnant figures show that the net earnings 
of the Steel Corporation since its inception have aver- 
aged about $9,800,000 a month or $117,600,000 a year. 
The figures exemplify the importance which the steel 
industry has attained and also clearly demonstrate the 
gigantic character of modern operations in the world 
of finance. 





Ir WILL surprise many people in the North to learn 
that the 1905 census of the manufacturing industries of 
the United States, conducted under what 
is known as the factory system and just 
completed, shows that the iron and steel 
industry in the Southern states stands 
third in rank of importance. The fact, however, is 
only typical of the extraordinary development of the 
manufacturing industries of the South. 

The total value of the products of the factories in 
the whole country in 1900 was $6,807,000,000 and in 
1905, $8,980,000,000, showing an increase of 31.9 per 
cent. The value for the same industries in the South- 
ern states was $1,222,000,000 in 1900 and $1,769,000,- 
000 in 1905, showing an increase of 44.7 per cent in 
the South as against an increase of 29.1 per cent in the 
rest of the United States. 

The two leading industries of the South, lumber 
and cotton manufacturing, show a marked growth 
since 1880, there being more capital invested in the 


Industries 
in the 
South. 
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cotton mills of the South, for instance, in 1905 than in 
those of the whole country in 1880. : 

It certainly seems strange to think of the iron and 
steel industry of the South as third in rank, but if 
we include in addition to the products of the blast fur- 
naces and rolling mills, those of the foundry and 
machine shops, iron shipbuilding and other industries, 
it will be found that the value of their combined prod- 
ucts exceeds that of the flour and grist mills. Alabama 
leads in the manufacture of iron and steel and also in 
the products of the foundry and machine shop. Mary- 
land has practically all the iron shipbuilding, which 
amounted to over $5,000,000 in value in 1905. 

The South produced 3,200,000 tons of pig iron in 
1905, or more than either the United States or Ger- 
many produced prior to 1880. One-half of this was 
made in Alabama. The iron industries of the South- 
ern_states have the advantage of cheap fuel, coke being 
easily made from the abundant supply of bituminous 
coal near the iron regions. Iron is found in quanti- 
ties which, though small in comparison with that of 
the Lake Superior region, are nevertheless consider- 
able enough to compel recognition in the country’s 
markets, and unknown areas of ore-production may yet 
be developed in Texas and other parts of the South. 

There is, therefore, no reason to doubt that the 
Southern iron and steel industry will continue to de- 
velop in extent and relative importance, as it has done 
during the past fifteen years. 








Reports from the various sections of the country 
indicate that the car shortage has become a very 
serious factor of the busin¢ss situation. 
Movement of crops in the Northwest has 
been delayed with much resultant dam- 
age and shippers generally~are being 
made to suffer, while retailers experience annoying 
delay in securing stocks. 

The railroads use the cry of car shortage as an 
It is an old cry and,the 
When cars are held on track by 
a shipper or consignee, the railroads do not hesitate to 
charge demurrage for the delay. It would seem to 
be only even justice to expect the railroads, there- 
fore, to pay for the delay of shipments which await 
cars. A time limit for shipments was the remedy for 
car shortage proposed at the recent convention of the 
National Hardware Association and if the Interstate 
Commerce Commission should adopt the idea, it might 
result in the placing of large orders for new cars. 

3ut it appears that little relief from railroad abuses 
can be expected from or through the Interstate Com- 
mission. Recent railroad legislation, as interpreted by 
the present Commission, seems to have been an actual 
boon to the railroads, instead of a mearis of regulating 
them in their relations with the public, and the car- 
shortage cry will probably be heard next year as of 
yore,

A beatific bovine smile overspreads the features of the 
cow as it greedily absorbs the bundles of hay labeled 
“Farmer’s Profits’ presented to its capacious maw by 
a procession of perspiring farmers bearing a banner 
with the familiar legend “Farmers’ Trade.” 

A mechanical milking device is attached to the fau- 
cets of the cow—it is several years since I left the 
farm and I have forgotten their other name, but you 
all know what I mean—and a Wall street financier is 
represented pumping the product of the hog-fat ani- 
mal, labeled “Profits,’ into a reseryoir from which 
they are piped off to Wall street. At the entrance 
to “the street,” stands a bloated bondholder wearing 
a broad grin and chuckling to himself, “Those farmers 
are certainly easy.” In a corner of the foreground 
stands a little figure representing a partner in the cata- 
logue house aforesaid, who is regarding the scene 
with. great complacency, sucking the while at a pap- 
bottle inscribed, “His Share—$10,000,000.” 

After seeing a cartoon such as the one described 
above, the question naturally arises, “When will the 
farmer wake up?” Wake up, I mean, to the fact that 
in the long run the catalogue houses will get the better 
of him, that they are fattening at his expense right 
along, while incidentally depriving his friend and 
neighbor, the country storekeeper, of his constitutional 
right to a square deal. Instead of saving money by 
his mail-order dealings, the farmer often succeeds 
only in getting shoddy goods at local prices.

In this connection I want to reproduce for the bene- 
fit of the country dealer a paragraph which met my eye 
recently in the Butler County (lowa) Press. I hope 
soon to see such items become more common in the 
rural weeklies, for it will mean that the dealers are 
waking up and taking steps for their own protection. 
The latest Iowa idea is put before the public thus: 

The two hardware firms of Greene are doing con- 
siderable advertising this fall. They are liberal users 
of printer’s ink and have adopted a new and novel 
method of advertising which they intend to use in con- 
junction with their newspaper ads. Thiey are sending 
out illustrated catalogues, which is intended to com- 
pete with the large mail order houses and from the 
results thus far received they feel that it is a paying 
proposition. They believe in holding the trade of the 
community and increasing their business annually and 
they are satisfied that they are accomplishing great 
results along this line.

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DEVELOPMENT OF CORNICE MITER FOR 
OTHERS THAN A RIGHT ANGLE.

In Oct. 5th issue we had the demonstration of the 
development of the cornice miter for a right angle, or 
the one generally known as a square miter. In this 
issue I shall try to treat the development of the cornice 
miter for others than a right angle. In the figure is 
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tion shown in connection with plan, and care must be 
taken that it is placed in the proper position intended 
for it. The only comment I can make is to try and 
see in your mind’s eye the position it should properly 
assume. Divide the curved portions of the section 
into equal spaces, as shown, and from these points 
draw lines parallel to the line I J to the miter line J M. 
The lines drawn parallel.to J K are drawn here to 
show the connection the angle has with the miter 
proper, and here represents the second piece to com- 
plete miter. 

To draw elevation place section in the position 
2 shown, so that the lines 
drawn from the _ divisions, 
which are the same as those

shown a complete projection drawing for the develop- 
ment of an obtuse angled miter. In this figure is pre- 
sented the section, which is required in order to know 
the shape of the molding, the elevation showing the 
projected view of the miter line in elevation (this 
view is dispensed with in practical work), the plan 
and pattern. 

We begin by first drawing the angle I J K of plan; 
then bisect this angle. This is done by the following 
method: With J as a center, strike arc crossing line 
[J and JK at ab; then with a as center and com- 
pass sét at any radius greater than the distance from 
a to J, strike are at c, and with b as center strike 
are crossing arc at c, using the same radius. Now, 
from J draw line through c as shown by J M. This 
represents the miter line in plan. Now draw the sec- 


ee 





of section drawn in connec- 
tion with plan, are parallel to 
the line IJ; draw the lines 
from the division point paral- 
lel to each other, as shown be- 
tween the lines CEFH. 
Now, from the points where 
the lines of the plan cross the 
miter line J M draw lines as 
shown, crossing lines of the 
same number in the elevation;

section draw the irregular lige 
DG. This represents the ele- 
vation of the miter at the 
angle given. 

To develop pattern, draw 
line S T at right angles to N 
M of plan, and on this place 
the stretch-out of the molding, 
this being taken from the sec- 
tion and here shown by like 
numerals. Now, from plan 
draw parallel lines at right 
angles to line N M from the 
points of intersection on the 
miter line J M to lines in pat- 
tern having like numerals. 
Through the points of inter- 
section thereby obtained draw 
the irregular line shown from 
P to QO. This then will be a 
completed pattern for an ob- 
tuse angle miter. 

When this miter is thoroughly understood the 
reader should have no trouble in developing an acute 
angle miter, but I may return to the subject later.

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BLACK AND TIN PLATE PRODUCTION. 





The report of the American Iron and: Steel Associa- 
tion just issued shows that the production of black 
plate for tinning in 1905 amounted to.507,587 gross 
tons, against 472,569 tons in 1904, an increase of 35,- 
o18 tons, or over 7.4 per cent. Of the production in 
1905 Pennsylvania made over 50 per cent against 53 
per cent in the ptevious year. Other states in which 
black plates or sheets for tinning were made in 1905 
were Ohio, West Virginia, Indiana, Illinois, Maryland 
and Missouri. Of the total production of black plates 
or sheets in 1905, a little over 3,000 were rolled from 
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iron and over 504,000 tons from steel, against a little 
less than 3,000 tons from iron and over 469,000 tons 
from steel in 1904. The report estimates the produc- 
tion of tin and terne plates in 1905 as amounting to 
493,500 tons, as compared with an estimated produc- 
tion of 458,000 tons in 1904, an increase’ of 35,500 tons, 
or over 7.7 per cent. The preliminary statistics of the 
production of tin plate and terne plate in 1904 were 
recently made public by the census bureau. The tin 
plate production is given as amounting to 857,526,985 
pounds, and the terne plate production as amounting 
to 158,857,866 pounds, a total of 1,026,384,851 pounds.

5. Journeymen must provide themselves with all 
necessary hand tools. Soldering copper, files, mallets 
and special tools will be furnished by the employer. 

6. All apprentices shall serve four years and be 
governed by an agreement with their employer. 

7. No workmen will be denied the right of em- 
ployment on account of affiliation or independencé. 
All workmen shall have the right to work for any 
employer they may desire, and the employer reserves 
the right to employ or discharge whom he may desire. 

8. All wages shall be based on the merit of the 
employe. 

9g. Employes in this shop will be entirely under the 
jurisdiction of the employer and must at all times exer- 
cise diligence in doing a fair day’s work. No restric- 
tion in the amount of work to be done or discrimina- 
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tion against location in which work is to be done, or 
against the character of ‘work to be done, will be 
allowed. 

Willful disregard of these rules. will be sufficient 
reason for immediate discharge.

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SHEET METAL WINDOW FRAMES. 





All the operations of molding and forming the 
pieces of sheet metal in the manufacture of fire-proof 
window frames, etc., including fluting and bending, 
are done by machinery, and for each design new dies, 
manufactured in the shops, are needed. 

Some of this machinery is very massive, so that 
bending and molding may be done without strain to 
the material. A machine requiring 20 horse-power to 
run it and bending a piece 12 feet in length at one 
stroke, is operated by two: men, and has a capacity of 
500 to 3,000 pieces a day. For such bending the piece 
as it comes from the cutter has marks placed upon it 
with great accuracy, showing just where the bend is 
to come, and different bending tools may be inserted 
in the machine very rapidly for each angle that the 
bending is to have. Ordinarily, in a lot of pieces to 
be duplicated, each piece receives the same bend be- 
fore being given another one. Machines for molding 
resemble the steam hammer, and the dies which are 
used are made of an alloy with zinc in it and re- 
inforced where needed with steel bands and bars. In 
some special designs for ornaments and statues, much 
molding is done by hand hammering. In the manu- 
facture of all-metal window frames for fireproof build- 
ings, the processes of forming and assembling the 
pieces are as described in the other work. The frames, 
being hollow, are lighter in weight than the old style 
wooden frames and as easily handled. Some of them 
are of great size. 

The glass used in these frames is wire glass. It is 
not made by the architectural sheet metal worker, but 
comes to him in sizes of pane all ready to fit in. It is 
held in place without putty, and by bending and solder- 
ing or flanges on the metal window sash. The hempen 
or cotton cords which, in wooden window frames, carry 
the weights that raise the sash, are replaced by steel 
chains. Experiments show that these windows stand 
phenomenally high temperatures without giving way, 
as, even when the glass cracks, the wire netting which 
is enclosed in it still holds.

HARDWARE. 

There isa strong demand for winter goods through- 
out the West, following the first touch of wintry 
weather, and jobbers are busy shipping seasonable 
stocks, The holiday business has begun and balances 
the decline in the building hardware trade. The vol- 
ume of business done in October proved generally 
larger than that of the preceding month, though all 
large shippers experienced difficulty through the car 
shortage which is the worst on record. 

Throughout the Northwest retail business is re- 
ported active and collections good. Nails and barbed 
wire for spring are in demand, as country merchants 
are stocking up for the spring season, and builders’ 
hardware is having a fair call. Stoves are selling 
well and in many sections dealers have their hands 
full in supplying the demand for roller skates. 

A price agreement is said to have been reached by 
the manufacturers of wire cloth and the schedule of 
prices for 1907 will be promulgated shortly. Little 
wire cloth has been sold for next year and contracts 
will be on the new basis. There will probably be no 
change in the prices of fine wire. 

Following mill advances, store prices on sheets, tin 
plate, sheet zinc and iron bars have been advanced by 
local jobbers and distributers. 

Wire stocks are running low and manufacturers are 
making every effort to meet the urgent demand for 
speedy shipment.

MERCHANT BARS. 

As a result of the constantly increasing demand for 
iron bars and the great scarcity and high cost of pig 
and scrap iron, the leading manufacturers decided, at 
a special meeting held in Pittsburgh, Oct. 31, to raise 
their prices $3 per ton, of I5c per 100 pounds, to the 
basis of $1.75 per. roo pountls in Pittsburgh, A 








premium of $1 per ton, or. 5c per foo. pounds, was 
also authorized on reasonably prompt deliveries. The 
demand for steel bars continues in excess of produc- 
tion. Quotations, f. o. b. Pittsburgh, are: 

Common iron bars, $1.75 in car lots, $1.80 in less 
than carloads; Bessemer’ steel bars, $1.50 to $1.60. 
Differentials on steel: Less than 2,000 pounds, roc 
advance; less than 1,000 pounds, of a size, 30c ad- 
vance. 


PIG IRON. 

In the pig iron market prices of spot foundry iron 
have reached the high point touched in the runaway 
market of 1902-3, and the situation is serious. Most 
furnaces have withdrawn from the market as far as 
first quarter 1907 deliveries are concerned. There 
is a great demand for nearby but little or no supply, 
and each transaction is a law unto itself. Some 
startling prices have been realized on iron for early 
delivery. Conservatives are beginning to fear a reac- 
tion with injurious effects. 

Consumers are turning to imported iron for relief, 
and good-sized shipments of Scotch and English are 
on the way, being largely sold to arrive. Large im- 
portations are expected in the next few months. 

The largest sale reported at Pittsburgh was one of 
11,000 tons of Bessemer pig iron for first half deliv- 
ery, the price averaging higher than $21, valley. 

Attention is called to the fact that with the great 
advances in pig iron the price of castings has scarcely 
advanced at all.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their week- 
y report: 
“Inquiries for a large tonnage of foundry grades of pig 
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iron for delivery during the first quarter of next year have 
disclosed the fact that in spite of the large buying which has 
been done for this period, there are a number of interests 
whose needs for the first three months are still to be pro- 
vided for. This throws a new light on the situation which 
has been practically considered closed, as the majority of fur- 
naces have withdrawn from the market for first quarter ton- 
nage. The same insistent demand for nearby tonnage con- 
tinues unabated, together with lively inquiries for a large 
range of grades for 1906 shipment which cannot be quoted on 
by the furnaces. The week has been especially noticeable for 
the eager acceptances by buyers of any foundry iron which 
could be offered for immediate or nearby delivery and the 
purchase of large tonnage for the second quarter of 1907. 

“Prices on any iron for 1906 have registered several ad- 
vances. Inquiries continue brisk for first half business in all 
grades: This is particularly true of steel-making irons and 
the higher of the foundry grades. Prices are largely a mat- 
ter of special making for each transaction as it comes up, as 
almost every sale is made at a different price from any other 
and generally higher. The continued rise in the market at 
all points is the inevitable consequence of the tremendous de- 
mand for iron of. every sort and the inability of furnaces to 
increase their output to any considerable extent. 

“September produced some 45,000 tons more than August 
and. it is estimated that production in October will figure up 
in the neighborhood of 100,000 tons more output than Sep- 
tember. It is practically certain that production this year will 
be over twenty-five million tons. 

“The car situation, which has been looked upon with 
much misgiving during the fall, now promises to actually 
beat all records in inability to care for the traffic offered: In 
a large measure the present condition of furnace contracts is 
due to this very thing. It now seems that car shortage will 
be the leading feature of the iron trade this winter. This is 
affecting all kinds and classes of manufacture. In many 
cases where there are no storage facilities, some mills have 
been unable to make their full capacity for several weeks. In 
the South the conditions as to labor and freight car service 
are going from bad to worse, 

“Coke is stronger than ever and the very small increase 
in output as compared with this time last year, together with 
large purchases by the Steel Corporation from independent 
plants taking some 300,000 tions off the market, have created 
a distinct shortage and prices are influenced accordingly.” 


Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 


“For every car of pig iron.that can be shipped promptly 
there are half a dozen customers. As for prices on spot 
iron, there is a wide range, depending altogether on the 
quality of the iron and the promptness with which delivery 
can be made. Last week $19 was about the price for No. 2, 
f. o. b. Birmingham. To-day $20 and $21 are asked and the 
predictions that $25 will be reached before the end of the 
year do not seem at all impossible. Ninety days ago when 
the buying movement began, and some of the careful students 
of trade conditions announced that $25 iron would be seen 
before the year closed, they were laughed at as wild eyed 
enthusiasts. But to-day the trade generally is of the opinion 
that high water mark is still considerably ahead of us, and 
that the stringency in pig iron will last until at least the 
middle of next year. In Northern iron there is the same 
condition of affairs as in Southern. Very little Northern iron 
is left unsold for shipment before the second quarter of 1907, 
and for that shipment $21 f. o. b. Ohio furnace is now the 
ruling price. 

“There is naturally great excitement in the market. 
Buyers who are not yet fully supplied for their immediate 
or future wants are on the anxious seat. 

“This week there has been a greater demand than ever 
for spot iron, and most of it has necessarily gone unsatis- 
fied. The inquiry for forward shipment has increased, and 
there have been heavy sales. But many sellers are entirely 
out of the market or are offering iron in only limited quanti- 
ties and buyers are obliged to do a good deal of sapere, 

“In the South there is a decided shortage of cars. Ship- 
ments on old orders are corisequently being made slowly and 
nearly all furnaces are behind on contract deliveries. Thus 
consumers are not getting what they bought, and this adds 
to the strenuousness of the situation. In addition it is an 
undisputed fact that nearly all foundries have had a larger 
business than was foreseen, and in this way they are need- 
ing more iron than they originally expected. 

“Coke is active and there is a lively demand for large 
lots for furnace use. At the coke ovens there is a painful 
shortage of labor. This is general not only in the coke 


districts but at the ore mines and furnaces as well. 1 

“During the month of October there was an advance in 
the price of iron for spot shipment of $3 and for forward 
delivery of $2, and what November may bring forth is en- 
tirely a matter of speculation—except that it will certainly 
see no backward step.”
